TRADES  LICENSE  AMENDMENT  RY  LAW,  1889- 

A Hi/-  La ir  to  atnrmf  thr  " Trmirs  tArrnsr  tiff-  Law* 
1SSH." 

1 HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  “Trades 
License  By-Law,  188!!;” 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Section  14  of  Schedule  A of  the  said  by-law  is 
hereby  amended  by  substituting  the  figures  “ $5.00  ” 
for  the  figures  “ $10.00”  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and 
substituting  the  figures  “$2.50”  for  the  figures 
“$5.00”  in  the  fourth  line. 

2.  Section  27  of  Schedule  A of  the  said  by-law  is 
hereby  amended  by  substituting  the  figures  “ $12.50  ” 
for  the  figures  “ $25.00  ” in  the  third  line  thereof. 

3.  Section  33  of  Schedule  A of  the  said  by-law  is 

hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “or”  in  the 
second  line  thereof,  and  by  inserting  the  following 
words  after  the  word  “square,”  “or  other  place 
(except  it  be  in  a licensed  building),”  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  “ merchandise,  in  the  Otli  line, 
the  words  “or  otherwise,”  and  by  adding  to  said 
clause  the  following  words:  “provided  that  this 

section  shall  not  apply  to  any  entertainment  or  exhi- 
bition given  by  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious  or- 
ganization, or  for  benevolent  or  charitable  purposes.”

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RAILWAY  BONUS  BY-LAW,  1889. 

A By-Law  to  value  by  loan  the  sum  of  $135,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  f/ivlny  a bon  us  to  the  New  West- 
minster Southern  Railway  Company,  and  to  (/rant 
to  the  said  Company  certain  lands  and  pririleyes, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  expedient  to  secure  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  line  of  railway 
and  other  works,  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
incorporating  the  New  Westminster  Southern  Railway 
Company,  and  the  Act  amending  the  said  Act  of  in- 
corporation, in  the  manner  provided  for  by  certain 
articles  ®f  agreement  bearing  date  the  tenth  day  of 
September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  executed  by  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  city  of 
New  Westminster  (but  so  as  not  to  be  binding  unless 
and  until  this  by-law  shall  come  into  force),  and  now 
deposited  with  the  said  Clerk  ;

And  whereas,  the  total  amount  of  the  existing  debt 
of  the  said  city  is  $290,000.00  ; 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster  to  raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any 
person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may 
be  willing  to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of 
the  debentures  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  sum  of 
$155,000.00,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  city  for  the  purpose 
hereinbefore  recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  each  for  such  sum 
of  money  not  less  than  $500.00,  or  an  equivalent  ex- 
pressed in  pounds  sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  a value  of  $4.8666  to  the 


pound  sterling,  as  may  be  required,  and  all  such  de- 
bentures shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  corpo- 
ration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  and  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  and  count  rsigned  by  the  Treasurer 
thereof. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  he  made  payable  in 
fifty  years  from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  for  this 
by-law  to  take  effect  at  such  agency  of  the  Bank  of 
British  Columbia  in  Canada  or  in  London,  England, 
as  the  Council  of  the  corporation  of  the  said  city  may 
direct. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached 
for  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  said  debentures. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  hereby  created,  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  as  and  when  the  same  shall  become  due, 
a special  rate  of  four  mills  and  one-third  of  one  mill 
in  the  dollar  shall  be  raised  and  levied  in  each  year 
upon  all  the  rateable  property  in  the  said  City  of  New 
Westminster,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates. 

6.  The  sum  of  $150,000.00  shall  be  applied  as  a

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VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  91. 

A By-Law  to  raise  a Loan,  of  $20,000. 


WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  raise, 
by  way  of  debentures,  a loan  of  $20,000,  pay- 
able on  the  21st  day  of  October,  1929,  with  interest  in 
the  meantime,  payable  half-yearly,  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  per  annum,  on  the  21st  day  of 
1 pril  and  on  the  21st  day  of  October  in  each 
and  every  year,  such  loan,  when  so  raised,  to  be 
applied  for  the  purpose  of  improving  that  portion  of 
Stanley  Park  known  as  the  Brockton  Point  Athletic 
Grounds,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  athletic  sports  and 
games  thereon,  and  a certain  portion  of  the  Eastern 
Park,  for  the  purpose  of  a race  course,  said  portions  of 
said  parks,  respectively,  to'  be  leased  to  any  club  or 
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clubs  which  may  desire  to  lease  same  for  a term  of  years 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  athletic  games,  or  sports,  or 
horse  races  thereon : 

And  whereas  the  sum  of  $1,000  will  have  to  be  raised 
annually  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  during  the 
currency  of  the  debentures,  and  the  sum  of  $210.40 
annually  for  the  payment  of  the  debt,  such  last  men- 
tioned sum  being,  with  interest  on  the  investment 
thereof,  calculated  at  four  per  centum,  capitalized 
annually,  sufficient  to  discharge  the  debt  when  payable: 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  prop- 
erty of  the  city,  according  the  last  revised  Assessment 
Roll,  is  $6,255,S57,  and  the  total  amount  of  the  ex- 
isting debenture  debt  of  the  city  is  $485,000,  of  which 
none  of  the  principal  or  interest  is  in  arrears: 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows :- — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  to  raise,  by  way  of  a loan  from  any  person  or 
persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing 
to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of  debentures, 
hereafter  mentioned,  the  sum  of  $20,000,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
said  City,  for  the  purposes  and  with  the  objects  here- 
inbefore recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  each  for  such  sum  of 
money  not  less  than  $100,  or  an  equivalent  expressed 
in  pounds  sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom,  at  a value 
of  $4,866  to  the  pound  sterling,  as  may  be  required; 
and  all  such  debentures  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  signed  by 
the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
said  City. 


3.  The  said  debentures  shall  be  made  pay  able  in  40 
years  from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  for  this  by- 
law to  take  effect,  at  such  Bank  in  the  City  of  V an- 
couver,  or  at  such  Bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England, 
as  the  Council  may,  by  resolution,  direct. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached 
for  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  live  per 
centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  said  debentures. 

5.  A special  rate  shall  be  levied  and  raised  in  each 
year  on  all  the  rateable  property  in  this  city  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  and  create  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt  hereby  created,  as  and  when  same 
shall  become  due. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from 
time  to  time,  to  repurchase  any  of  the  said  debentures 
at  such  price  or  prices  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  and  all  debentures  so  repurchased  shall  be  forth- 
with cancelled,  and  no  reissue  of  debentures,  or  any 
debenture,  shall  be  made  in  consequence  of  said  re- 
purchase. 

7.  This  by-law  shall,  before  the  final  passing  thereof, 
receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Coi'poration  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  “Vancouver  Incorpora- 
tion Act,  1886,”  and  amending  Acts. 

8.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force 
on  the  21  st  day  of  October,  1889. 

Received  the  assent  of  the  electors  on  Friday,  the 
11th  day  of  October,  1889. 

Reconsidered  and  finally  passed  on  Monday,  the 
14th  day  of  October,  1889.
